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A FEW PREFATORY WORDS 


The pocket Guide is not intended to 
replace those voluminous and often 
embarrassing loorks in which one finds 
the minute and detailed description of 
all that a town contains. But as simple 
« Vade-Mecum » its practical aim and 
immediate use limits itself to furnishing 
the traveller arriving at Naples, for the 
first time, with the necessary hints for 
his comfort in lodging and board, and 
show him those excursions considered 
indispensable whatever be the length 
of his stay. 

A list of well-chosen addresses will 
also show the traveller where to buy 
at reasonable prices , all that this town 
offers in objects of art and local in- 
dustry. 
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INTRODUCTION 


The town of Naples, on the bay of the 
same name, is situaded at 40" 52 ' north 
latitude, and 11" 55' 45" east of Paris. 
Its soil is of a volcanic constitution, its 
ordinary temperature from 13 to 14 de- 
grees Reaumur. The greatest heat is about 
26 degrees, its maximum of cold from 
1 to 2 degrees below zero. 

Naples , seen from the sea , has the ap- 
pearance of an amphitheatre reflected a- 
gain in the clear blue waters of its baj'. 
The verdant hills surrounding it are dotted 
with pretty villas. The whole panorama is 
bright and picturesque and is tlie admi- 
ration of all who arrive on its hospitable 
shores. 

The inhabitants are of a lively and happy 
disposition, and have a decided taste for 
singing and music. 
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The origin of Naples is lost in tradi- 
tion of the greatest antiquity. It was first 
called Phal&re, and then was given the 
name of the Syren Parthenope. 

Envious of its prosperity and delightful 
situation , the people of Cumae destroyed 
it. Some time after , an epidemic desolat- 
ing their town , the Cumeans consulted 
their Sibyl on the means of appeasing 
the gods; they ordered them to rebuild the 
city they had destroyed, and to establish 
there the worship of Parthenope, which 
they did in the hope of deliverance from 
their scourge. 

The new buildings were no.t raised 
exactly on the site of the old town, though 
that also was partly rebuilt, and the re- 
sult was that two towns appeared side by 
side. It was then to distinguish them that 
the name of Palaepolis, or old town, was 
given to the one, and that of Neapolis , 
or new town , to the other. Soon after 
these two made only one, Neapolis. 

It is useless to weary the reader with 
the changes which accompany the long 
existence of this interesting city. However 
it would be worthwhile remarking that its 
position so favourable to commerce, the 
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fertility of its soil , and the mildness 
of its climate constantly excited the cu- 
pidity of all European nations. After being 
a Roman colony until the fall of the em- 
pire it became the prey of the Barba- 
rians. Rescued from these it was gover- 
ned , more than a century , by foreign 
dukes; then in turn ruled by the emperors 
of the east , and those of Germany. At 
the commencement of the twelfth centu- 
ry , the Normans took it from them, Ro- 
ger, their chief, already master of the Pu- 
glie, the Calabrias, and of Sicily, converted 
these many territories ( about the year 
1130) into one single state to which he 
gave a legislative constitution. Naples then 
became one of the seats of this combina- 
tion. The imperial house of 'Hoenstaufen 
succeeded the Normans by right of heri- 
tage, then the Angevins by right of con- 
quest. After these the Durazzo , the Ara- 
gonesi, the Spaniards and the Austrians 
ruled this country alternateh" until the 
accession of Charles 3”’ of the dynasty 
of the Spanish Bourbons , after his vic- 
tory at Bitonto over the Imperialists in 
1734. 

We should require more space than 
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we can give in this short notice, to men- 
tion all the material reminders left by 
those various foreign rulers. 

Wishing to limit ourselves only to speak- ’ 
ing of those which may help us to link 
together the historical periods we have 
slightly sketched, we will say that the 
Normans built the Castle Capuano , now 
a Court of Justice and prison ; the ce- 
lebrated Frederick 2"^, about the begin- 
ning of the 13. ^‘‘century founded the Uni- 
versity ; the Angevins raised the Castel 
Nuovo , the Cathedral , and the Certosa 
of S.‘ Martino, and to the viceroys of 
. Spain are owed the street of Toledo and 
the edifice of the national Museum. Of 
all the conquerors only one identified 
himself with his new country; this was 
Charles the 3 His reign marks for Na- 
ples a new era of prosperity and gran- 
deur, by wisdom in administration by use- 
ful reforms and bv the construction of 
noble buildings, such as the royal palace 
of Caserta and that of Capodimonte, the 
theatre of S.‘ Carlo, the large Asylum 
for the poor etc. etc. 

The reign of the Bourbons was inter- 
rupted by the republic (1799) and by the 
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monarchies of Joseph Bonaparte and Joa- 
chim Murat (1806 to 1815). 

In 1860 the month of May Garibaldi 
landed at Marsala in Sicily with a thou- 
sand volunteers, gained possession of the 
Island already in a state of revolution 
against the Bourbon; then crossed to the 
continent dispersed the army of the latter 
in the other meridional provinces of his 
kingdom, and arrived at Naples the 7^** of 
September of the same year. The Neapoli- 
tans received him withenthusiastic joy and 
masters of their destiny by the Plebiscite 
of the 2P‘ of Octobre of the following 
month sealed their union to the rest of 
Ital}" under the sceptre of Victor Ema- 
nuel 2"‘*. At the present time Naples is 
no more than the mere chief town of a 
province of that name with a prefecture 
and a militarv command ; not' the less 
does it retain its importance and brightness. 
The population is about 600000 inhabi- 
tants.

In case of a dispute they 
can call the police or retain the number of 
the carriage and apply to the central Bu- 
reau of the Corso Pubblico at the Hotel de 
Ville Piazza del Municipio floor. 

Strangers are reminded that the Italian 
money is of the same value as the French 
and equally divided into decimal fractions.

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go. In all other cases , a little addition, equal to the amount of one fare is the drivers 
due. The traveller has the right to the carriage of his small baggage , for every trunk 
20 centimes extra. These tariffs are invariable. 
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The choice of an hotel depends chiefly on 
the means at one’s disposal. Naples has Ho- 
tels in its most beautiful quarters ( Chiaia 
and St. Ferdinando) in sight of the bay, and 
others which , less well situated, are still to 
be recommended for their comfort and clean- 
liness.

Extract from the rules — Strangers even 
if they do not live at Naples can join this 
club as temporary members for the space ot 
.six months, on paying the sum of 150 francs 
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for their right of entry. They may even be 
received for one month, on a written request 
signed by two permanent members of the 
club; and approved by a member of the com- 
mittee. In this case the entrance fee is only 
25 francs. Any one wishing to become a 
member of the club must be introduced bv

two permanent members. 

Casino dell’Unione — In the same building 
as the San Carlo theatre — Through the in- 
troduction of the Board of administration , 
strangers of distinction, and their respective 
families, temporarily at Naples, may be in- 
vited to the reunions at the club. Strangers 
also , though passing several months at Na- 
ples , do not live there habitually , may be 
invited to join the club for eight days, cither 
on the request of an established member or 
through the introduction of one of the mem- 
bers of the Board of direction. Wishing to join 
after the eight days they must ask to be re- 
ceived either as tcmpcrary members, as ori- 
ginal or as ordinary members. 

Cercle de 1’ Academic — Piazza San Ferdi- 
nando by the side of the Cafr d’ Europe — 

Extract from rules : 

S'"** Art. Strangers having no fixed residence 
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in Naples, and not wishing to belong to the 
Cercle as ordinary or original membei*§ may 
he enrolled simply as temporary members. 

12“' Art. Temporary members are taxed 
with a monthly payement of 17 francs pay- 
able in advance. 

14'** Art. To be received as a temporary 
member, the request must be signed and re- 
commended by tw'o original members and the 
admission will take place according to the 
same rules established for other members. 

16“* Art. Travellers may be invited to join 
the club gratuitously, for eight days, on the 
request of two original members, approved 
by one of the members of the deputation. 

The eight days having elapsed, the entrance 
to the Cercle will be allowed them for one 
month on the payment of the sum of 17 francs

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SECOND PART 


A few hours stroll. 

The brightest and finest quarters of Na- 
ples are those of St. Ferdinando , and the 
Chiaja situated to the west.The best streets are 
the Riviera di Chiaja, the Chiatamone, San- 
ta Lucia, Toledo (now called Via Roma) the 
Corso Vittorio Emanuele , Foria and of the 
new streets , that of the Duomo which is 
not yet completed. 

The public garden, or Villa Nazionale, is a 
beautiful walk bordering the sea in its grace- 
ful bend towards Mergellina. As horizon it 
has Vesuvius , the mountains of Castella- 
mare and Sorrento , the island of Capri and 
the hill of Pausilippo. From May to the end 
of October the Villa is lit by gas the whole 
night, and concerts and amusements, which 
last up to 11 o’clock in the evenings, attract 
a numerous and select society. A band plays 
also all the afternoons of the other months. 
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Although Naples as regards squares, and 
places , has nothing of particular attraction 
we should not the less point out those con- 
sidered the most remarkable and we place 
them in the following order. 

1®^ Piazza del Plebiscite bordered bj the 
Royal palace , the Basilica of St. Francisco 
di Paola, the palace of the Prefecture and 
that of the military Command. It is adorned 
with fine equestrian statues representing Char- 
les 3*'‘’ and Ferdinand d’** of the Bourbons. 
The two horses and the statue of Charles 
are by Canova. 

2"^ Largo del Municipio, near the theatre 
of San Carlo , recently changed into a gar- 
den with fountains. 

3“^ The new square before the railway 
station adorned with a fountain and group in 
marble by A. Buccini. 

4^^ Piazza Cavour near the Museum also 
changed into a garden. 

5'*' The piazza del Foro Caroline now Piazza 
Dante having in the middle the statue of the 
poet. The semi-circular building which ter- 
minates this square was constructed after a 
design of Vanvitelli. 

Piazza dei Martiri a few steps from the 
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Riviera di Cliiaja , in the centre of which 
is a monument erected by the^ town to the 
memory of the neapolitan citizens who died 
in the cause of liberty. This monument , 
made after a design of the Chevalier Henry Al- 
vino, represents Victory crowning the revo- 
lutions of 1799, 1820, 1848 and 1860, sim- 
bolised by the lions at the base. The bronze 
statue was designed and cast by the Cheva- 
lier E. Caggiani. 

Among tlie most remarkable fountains are 
those of Santa Lucia, the work of Merliani, 
that of Sebeto (via del Gigante) attributed to 
Fansaga; the Medina fountain in the street 
of the same name, commenced by D’Auria 
(1593) finished and embellished by the same 
Fansaga ; that lately restored and placed in 
the viu Piliero, the work of Bernini; finally 
the fountain of Montoliveto near the post of- 
fice ;’the bronze statue on it representing 
Charles 2"'^ of Spain. 

We must not however engage ourselves in 
the labyrinth of the streets, or we shall be com- 
pelled to halt at every step. Since also many 
travellers who come to Naples have only a 
a very little time at their disposal , let us 
pass at once to the more indispensable excur- 
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sions and defer to the •3'’ part all of secon- 
dary interest, for those who are able to pr* 
long their stay at Naples. 

The National Museum, at the end of Ti. 
ledo, is open every day, from 9 in the morn- 
ing to 3 in the evening. The entrance is 
free Thursdays and Sundays ; other days 1 ' 
franc a head. This building , begun in 1587 
by the viceroy the Duke of Ossuna, was com- 
pleted by his successor, after the plans of J. 
Fontana. Intended, at first to serve as sta- 
bles it became in turns University, and Bar- 
racks, seat of justice, university again, and in 
1790 it was finally destined to hold artistic 
collections. , 

Its greatest importance accrues to it from » 
the rich collections from Pompei, Cuma, Her- 
culaneum and those vhich the king of Na- 
ples removed from his Farnese palace at . 
Roma. 

In giving a description of them we shall 
not follow the oatalogne exactly,for that would 
draw us beyond the limits of this work, but | 
we shall merely mention in each collection | 
those objects vhich the visitor should espe- ' 
daily noflfce. This choice made with as much 
exactitude a^* Intelligence, allows us to state 
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that a visit to the Museum following our direc- 
tions , without fatiguing tlie traveller will 
have shown him all that is of the most im- 
portant historical bearing in works of art. (1) 

Ground floor door to the right entering 
under the peristyle. 

Frescoes and Mosaics from Pompei and 
Herculaneum. 

This collection is composed of 72 groups 
marked in Roman characters. Let us pass the 
first gallery without stopping and enter on 
the right to see the numbers: 

XIX. The three parts of the ancient

XXXIX. Carrying off Briseis from the 
TENT OF Achilles to take her to Aga- 
mennon. P. 

XL. The sacrifice of Iphigenia P. A 
tine painting in which the father of the 
victim wrapped in a mantle , is hiding his 
face P. 

XLI and XLIV. Twelve paintings repre- 
senting ROPE dancers. 

LI and LII. Cupid leading Bacchus and 
THE SLEEPING ArIANNE P. 

LIII. Thirteen dancers painted with infinite 
taste and grace P. 

LIX. Three Greek paintings found at 
PoESTUM IN A soldier’s TOMB. Thej repre- 
sent warriors to whom women offer a cup. 

LVIII. Italic paintings representing a fu- 
neral procession. 

LXXII. Five monocromates among which 
we notice the three following. Latona, Niobbe 
and other women playing at dice, by Alexander 
of Athens the inscription). Another, de- 
picting a tragic scene , and the third shew- 
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ing Theseus delivering Hypodamia from the 
hands of a Centaur. H. 

Before leaving this gallery the compap- 
timent at the end should be visited where 
are seen, 
iftosaics. 

N. I. A Wrestler H. 

N. III. Dog chained with the inscription 
Cave Canem P. 

N. IV. Fish et Crustacae of surprising 
reality P. 

N. V. Bacchic garland , festooned with 
leaves , fruits and flowers with two tragic 
masks. Above , another mosaic representing 
Bacx:hus on a Panther. P. 

N. Vir. A Director of a theatre (Cho- 
ragus) distributing masks and dresses to his 
troupe. At the back of the picture are seen 
the columns of the theatre and by a seat on 
which a mask is thrown stands a flute player. 
It is one of the flnest mosaics, and we call the 
particular attention of the connaisseur to it. It 
comes from the homeric house at Pompei. In 
this same group remark two other paintings, 
representing comic scenes The name of the au- 
i thor is read there {Bioscourides of Samos ). 

After seeing the mosaics, you return to tlie 
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first gallery of frescoes from which, by the 
door to the right, pass to the: 

Epigraphic collection compresing 101 greek. 
inscriptions; 58 inscriptions in ancient italic 
dialects ; 1835 Latin ; 184 Christian and 62 
apochryphal inscriptions (or at least what one 
has every reason to believe such). All these 
inscriptions are classed in geographical or- 
der, according to the countries and towns , 
and those belonging to the same town are 
subdivided into three categories , sacred in- 
scriptions, public or honourific and sepulchral. 

The first class ^ comprising the Greek in- 
scriptions , contains amongst others the ce- 
lebrated bronze tables found at Herculaneum 
(numbers 81 and 82). The largest of these 
inscriptions has, on the back, the latter part 
of the municipal law called Lex Julia. There 
is besides a board from Locri N.® 84 with 
an archaical inscription, and two marble co- 
lumns 1 and 2 with similar inscriptions 
belonging to the Triopium of Herode Atti- 
cus in the Appian way. 

The 2'"' class contains some Etruscan in- 
scriptions of a secondary interest but there is 
the TABLE OF DE CRECCHio in Sabellic dialect , 
(N. 124) , the Bronze of Velletri of great 
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importance for the study of the volsque dialect, 
and 'finally the most beautiful collection of 
osque inscriptions amongst which is a frag- 
ment in two languages (osque and Latin) of 
a Roman law known by the name of Table 
Bantina. 

The 3*"^^ class^ richer than the others, com- 
prises the Etruscan inscriptions, those of La- 
tium, Ombria, Picene, Marsi, Samnium, Cam- 
pania, Pouilles, Lucania,the Calabrias, Brutii, 
the public way, and many others of doubtful 
origin. Among the inscriptions of Rome the 
most important are the fragments of a bronze 
table (N.® 78) having in one of its sides the 
law Repetundarum and in the other an agra- 
rian lawL After these are two other tables 
also of bronze ( N"’* 79 and 80 ) containing 
})artly two laws dated the middle of the 7‘^‘ 
century of Rome ; then seventeen fragments 
of the Acts arvalics (N.“’ 57 and 73) and 
the base dedicated by the tribune Suc- 
cusANA to the rest of the family of Vespa- 
sian. Amongst the inscriptions found at Ca- 
pua are seen many arcaiques of great im- 
portance. 

The richest collection is that of sepulchral 
stones found at Pozzuoli and the other of

inscriptions relating to soldiers and sailors of 
the fleet of Miseno. Under the head of gra- 
phic forms , the marbles of Herculanum and 
Pompei occupy the flrst place. Finally , in the 
class of Christian inscriptions , we signalise 
11 sepulchral stones of the consulary epoch- 
From this room pass by the right into the 
gallery of the Bull and Hercules Farnese. 

Hercules Farnese. This chef d’oeuvre of 
Grecian sculpture , by the Athenian Glycon , 
was found at Rome in the thermae of Cara- 
calla where it had been taken from Athens 
by order of this emperor. 

The right hand and toes are modern. 

The statue represents Hercules resting, hold- 
ing in his hand the three apples of the Hes- 
perides. 

Before the window is a calendar in mar- 
ble known by the name of : 

Farnese Calendar ( N.° 74 ) also found 
at Rome , divided into three parts, astrono- 
mical, rustic, and religious. The 1*“ marks the 
months, days and nights with their length, and 
the signs of the Zodiac. The 2"'’ shows agri- 
culturers , the labours of each month , and 
Ihe 3*’'' marks the religious feasts, and tht‘ 
<levinities who preside over tfie months. 
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Neap the stair-case in the centre of the 
room the numbers 1058 and 1059 show the: 
Public Measures for wheat, they are in mar- 
ble with Latin inscriptions. 

In this same gallery are two tables in bron- 
ze , that to the left contains inscriptions , 
among which we notice those of the years 
1149 and 1108, explaining the leaves given 
to Roman soldiers, called lionestae missiones. 
Stabia. 

The Farnese Bull. This magnificent group 
formed of one single block of marble , found 
in the thermae of Caracalla was taken, ac- 
cording to Plinius, from Rhodes to Rome in 
the reign of Augustus, and it is thought to 
represent Amphion and Zethus avenging the 
outrages of Dirce to their mother. They are 
exciting a bull to whose horns the victim is 
fastened by her hair. This group is attributed 
to two Grecian sculptors , Apollonius and 
Thariscus. .Judging from the reliefs at the 
base, and from all the accessories, the scene 
took place on mount Citeron to which place 
Dirce had gone to celebrate bacclianals. 

The wooden staircase in this gallery leads 
us to the Eyptian collection and to that of 
tlie Cristian inscriptions — Having nothing to 
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signalise in the 1®* room we pass straight to 
the where we notice : 

N. 416 a small marble statue depicting 
the Goddess Isis, a cithern in her right hand, 
and the key of the Nile in the left. P. The 
inscription found at the foot of this statue 
informs us it was placed in the temple of 
Isis by order of the Decurions. 

N.- 68. Jupiter Serapis seated on the 
throne found in the famous temple of that 
name at Pozzuoli. 

Against the wall are four lids of mummy 
cases in Sycamore wood , and at each side 
of the door leading to the next room are: 

N. 942 and 944 two Ibis, sacred birds in 
Egypt P. 

The last room opposite the entrance con- 
tains four Mummies from Thebes, and an em- 
balmed Crocodile which was found wrapped 
up like a mummy. On the right side fixed to 
the wall is an : 

IsiAC table in calcareous stone. On the top 
are seen everal engraved figures amongst 
which : 

Osiris with the head of a sparrow hawk. 

Collection of marbles. To get to this col- 
lection we must entirely retrace our steps 
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and in coming out under the peristyle turn 
towards the door opposite. 1®* gaUery : 

N. 1. Ptolemy Soterus.' Roman sculptu- 
re H. 

N. 4. Gladiator wounded in the thigh. 

N. 26. Another Gladiator. 

N. 45 (left side) Amazon laid on her back, 
having a wound in the breast and both eyes' 
half shut. F. At the end : 

Large equestrian statue of Nonio Bal- 
Bo, son, found at Herculaneum 1839. 

Near this statue, before the panel painted 
i*ed, are two busts, that on the right repre- 
sents Pompeus , the great , that on the left 
Julius Brutus. They were found at Pompei 
January 6^ 1869. 

N. 1736. A Nereid found at Pausilippo. 

In the same gallery, to the right of the 
large equestrian statue, observe: 

98. Venus and Cupid. Grecian sculpture 
found in the amphitheatre of Capua. 

N. 78. Statue of Juno, of great beauty. F. 

N. 102. Minerva, fighting against the Ti- 
tans. H. At the end: 

Equestrian statue of Nonio Balbo father. 

On the opposite side, at the other end of 
this same corridor, is seen in a niche : 
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Colossal statue of Antinous with the 

ATTRIBUTES OF BaCCHUS. 

The door on the right leads to the collec- 
tion of: 

Coloured marbles 1®^ room : in the centre. 

Apollo Citharede , in porphyr , one sin- 
gle piece , excepting the head , hands , and 
feet , which are of white Luni marble. In his 
left hand he holds a lyre, in his right a bow F. 

N. 411. Statuette of Diana with a qui- 
ver on her back. 

N. 215 Another statue of Diana in orien- 
tal alabaster. The extremities are bronze, the 
base porphyr F. 

N. 232. Statue of Meleager in rossa an- 
tiqua P. The following room, in the centre. 

N. 236. Large marble vase , with bas 
reliefs, by the Athenian Solpion, found at For- 
mia near Gaeta. 

By the side of this beautiful vase is the 
celebrated statue of: 

Venus Gallypige in parian marble, a work 
of surpassing beauty, and of a most marvel- 
lous expression. It occupies one of the flrst 
places amongst the Greco-roman sculpture , 
and was found it seems in the celebrated 
golden house of Nero. F. 
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III this same room; 

Statue of Psyche , fragments found in the 
amphitheatre Campano. Said to be the work 
of Praxiteles. 

N. 336. Bust of Lysias. The name en- 
graved on the chest. 

N. 580. Bust of Zenon with the name in 
greek Zhenon. 

Hall of Adonis ; in the centre : 

N. 267. Statue of Adonis found in the 
amphitheatre Campano. 

In the next room. A colossal statue of Ho- 
pe or Flora found, 1540, in the thermae of 
Caracalla. The head , one foot and part of 
the legs have been restored. 

N. 138. Minerva F. and opposite her : 

Juno F. both of great beauty. 

Aristides standing in the attitude of ha- 
ranguing. H. 

N. 131. Antinous F. 

In the centre : 

Large Mosaic found at Pompei in the house 
of the Faun, representing the battle of Issus, 
between Alexander and Darius. Twenty six fi- 
gures are seen, a chariot and fifteen horses. It 
was injured by the catastrophe that destroyed 
Pompei. 
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Without stopping , let us cross the next ' 
room and pass to that of the: 

Marble bas-reliefs. 

N. 452. Sarcophagus with 18 figures F. 

3'‘‘‘ compartiment Bacchus seated with a 
panther at his feet. H. 

N. 408. Other has reliefs. Orpheus leading 
Eurydice from Hell with Mercury. Their 
names can be read there. 

N. 358. Caryatides. At the foot of a tree 
is a woman seated and at either side two 
other w’omen in Doric costume with a mea- 
sure on their heads. The inscription is mo- 
dern. Pozzuoli. 

N. 320. Banquet of Icarius. Grecian bas 
reliefs in very good condition and of per- 
fect execution. The figure of Bacchus, fol- 
lowed by Bacchantes and Fauns about to be 
seated at the banquet of Icarius. The god is 
here represented in his Indian character. A- 
])Ove is another bas-relief dipicting a bacchic 
procession H. 

In the angle on the right in leaving: 

N. 366. Tiberius on horseback with a wo- 
man holding a torch and approaching the 
statue of Priapus. The horse is led by a 
slave. Capri.

N. 354. Comic scene of a slave endeavouring 
to prevent his master striking one of his 
comrades.This latter trying to elude the blows 
meets another slave armed with a strap ready 
to -execute his master’s orders. 

Above the sarcophagus: 

N. 360. The Triumphs of Silenus drunk on 
an ass supported on either side by two little 
Fauns whilst a Satyr holds up the ass which 
is stumbling. P. 

N. 421. Bacchanal composed of seven fi- 
gures and a tigress. F. 

N. 186. Helen, Venus, Cupid, Paris and 
PiTUS H. 

In the same room in the centre is a pede- 
stal erected to Tiberius by fourteen towns 
of Asia minor destroyed by an earthquake 
and rebuilt by order of this emperor. Each 
town is here symbolized by a woman at whose 
feet the name is engraved. (Read the inscri- 
ption) Pozzuoli. 

After visiting this room retracing our steps 
we regain the gallery or corridor of mar- 
bles where we saw the colossal statue of An- 
tinous and through the door to the right we 
pass to the : 

Collection of bronze statues. — 1®‘ room. 
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Colossal horse’s head in bronze which is 
supposed to have belonged to a large horse 
which stood under the portico of the tena- 
ple of Neptune at Naples. 

room, right side, near the window : 

Statue of Nero. H. 

Statue of Livia, wife of Augustus. H. 

N. 52. Half bust of Archytas, the head 
adorned with a band of woven woolly fea- 
thers of Tarant, which w'as given to illustrious 
men. H. 

Three actresses or dancers with glass- 
eyes H. 

N. 29. Half bust of Ptolemy Soterns. H. 

N. 61. Half bust of Ptolemy Apion. 

N. 39. Half bust of Ptolemy Alexan- 
der. H. 

N. 31. Bust of Ptolemy Philadephus. H. 

N. 25. Half bust of Berenice, one of the 
finest portraits existing in the Museum found 
in 1756. The lips and eyes were inerusted 
with silver. H. 

N. 14. Ptolemy Philometore , father of 
Berenice. H. Opposite: 

Other actresses from the theatre at Her- 
culaneum. In the centre of this room notice : 

Young sleeping Faun. A sitting Mer- 
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cuRY. Half bust of Seneca, the finest of 
all found of him. Half bust of Zeusippo. 
The TWO Discobuli. A Drunken Faun leaning 
on a half-empty skin. All these busts and 
statues come from Herculaneum. Statue of 
Apollo. P. Another Apollo in the act of 
discharging an arrow. P. 

In the last room; on a column: 

N. 46. Bust of Scipio Africanus with two 
wounds on the head. H. 

N. 36. Bust of Hermes supposed to be of 
Augustus. H. The name of the sculptor can 
be read, Apollonio. 

In the same room : 

Collection of armour and arms classed in 
the following order; 

cabinet : Grecian arms and armour 
found at Poestum, Ruvo and Canosa. 

2“*^ cabinet', Romam and Italic arms from 
Pompei, Pozzuoli, Herculaneum and Pietrab- 
bondante. 

3‘* cabinet : Arms for gladiators, coming 
from Herculaneum and Pompei. 

N. 283. A HELMET RICHLY DECORATED with 
reliefs referring to the Trojan war. 

Under the window. 2"*^ compartment'. 

Glands missili, supposed to have belon- 
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ged to Cesar’s troops who used them against 
the armes of Azib Varo. 

S'* compartment : 

N. 93. Remmants of a done cuirass. P. 

Our visit to the ground floor is nearly 
done. No more remains but to see the last 
portico on the left of the large staircase where 
one should stop to admire : 

The beautiful statue of Agrippina the 
grandmother of Nero, taken from the Farnese 
collection. “ ’ 

The BUST OF Antoninus and Faustina on 
the sides of the alcove. At the end, under 
a globe : 

A stork liolding a lizard in its beak. 

Going up the staircase, the entresol on the 
right contains the : 

Collection of objects of the century, 

and Glasses and terra cotta from Pompei. 

N. 430. Large bronze Baptistery in the 
centre of the first room of octagon shape, 
having on each side the miracles of Jesus 
in bas reliefs. This beautiful monument is 
attributed to the school of Michaelangelo . 
it was taken from the Certosa of Maria 
degli Angeli at Rome to the Convent of S.‘ Lo- 
renzo della Padula, in the province of Salerno. 
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N. 29. Fastened to the wall another mar- 

isle BAS-RELIEF REPRESENTING THE PASSION 
• OF OUR Lord in the style of the German re- 
naissance. It was placed in the Church of 
S.‘ Giovanni a Carbonara. 

In the centre of the room on a marble 
table : 

Vermilion box; it is shaped like a rectan- 
gular temple, and at the angles are the alle- 
gorical figures of Venus, Bacchus, Minerva 
and Mars leaning against quadrupeds, in their 
turn supported by sphinxes. Eight Caryatides 
adorn its angles , and two others dividing 
into two the larger facings of the casket, form 
■ altogether six little panels in which are rai- 
sed as many medallions in rock crystal with 
engravings representing :

The roof forming the lid of the box repre- 
sents in bas reliefs, the three great epochs 
in the life of Hercules whose statue surmounts 
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the monument. In tlie interior to the right 
of the box is the apotheosis of Hercules. At 
the bottom Alexander the Great to whom a 
slave presents a box containing the works of 
Homer the only thing he kept out of the 
booty taken from the Persians. Finally above 
the lid is another has relief alluding to 'the 
instability of the things of this world. 

This admirable work came from the Far- 
nese family and was executed at the begin- 
ning of the century by Giovanni de Ber- 
nardo of Castel Bolognese. 

Glasses — 3*‘*‘ rqom^ near the wdndow place. 

Blue vase in shape of an amphora resting 
on a modern silver pedestal. This beautiful 
work rests on a plan decorated with animals 
in white glass. P. 

N. 2776. Beautiful glass dish of many 
colours. Ruvo. 

Blue glass cup ornamented in the middle 
with a mask of Silenus. The handle is finished 
with a sheep’s head in white enamelled glass.P. 
Terra cotta — 5“^ room. 

Two statues of Jupiter and Juno. P. 

On leaving this collection we go to the first 
floor on the left hand side, where first of all 
we must visit the collection of: 
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Impressions — In this room are collected 
several marble busts and some cartoons of 
Raphael and Michaelangelo. We begin with:

Collection of cuttings in the large cabinet, 
very rich and rare, whose number exceeds 
1900. It is called the Firmiana collection 
from the name of its first owner of whom 
the' Bourbons bought it. King Victor Emma- 
nuel presented it to the Museum.

Three SILVER PLANKS which belong to. the 
Farnese family. On one of these planks, re- 
presenting a bacchanal, is engraved the name 
of Annibal Caracci. Another, square shaped.

Library whose foundation is due to Paul 3'' 
Farnese. It contains more than 200,000 vo- 
lumes amongst which about 4000 are editions 
of the 15^ century, and 400 manuscripts in 
Greek, Latin, Italian, Arabic, Chinese, Per- 
sian etc. Among the most ancient of those 
manuscripts are tioo papyrus in Latin, and 
among the autographs those of S.‘ Thomas, 
Gian Battista Vico, Tasso, Mazzocchi etc. This 
library is open to the public every day from 
9 in the morning to 3 in the afternoon, and, 
for a slight recompense, blind people can bo 
read to. 

In leaving, first go down by the left, then 
up the staircase facing you, and, by the first 
door on the right, enter the: 
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Room of stones, cameos etc. In the win- 
dow on the right is:

In retracing our steps, before leaving, we 
notice on the right the collection of : 

Italo-Greco Vases — This collection con- 
tains about 4,000 vases of various sizes and 
colours, nearly all with figures or other ima- 
ges of religious bearing and used for dome- 
stic purposes. They were enclosed in tombs 
with other objects such as necklaces, arms, 
bracelets etc. All the rooms of this collection 
are paved with mosaics from Pompei, Her- 
culaneum and Stabia. 

Remark in the room : 

Miniature models of two tombs discove- 
red at S.‘ Agatha of the Goths, and at Poe- 
stum.

The Santagelo Collection merits a visit 
from the importance of its vases and medals 
of ancient Italy. 

Gumana Collection, on the middle fioor on 
the right going down. A fe\v minutes will sufli- 
ce as there are only two objects worthy, at- 
tention. In the 2”'* room., 

A WAX MASK found in a tomb enclosing 
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four headless skeletons ; and on a pedestal 
near the window : 

Pretty little vase of beautiful design , 
enamelled in black on which is depicted a 
combat between Greeks and Trojans. 

As accessory to the Museum , we must 
here place the : 

Gertosa of S.‘ Martino, near the Castle of 
S.‘ Elmo. You drive there by the street Sal- 
vator Rosa, or go on donkeys by the Petrajo. 
These donkeys can be got at the Piazza San 
Carlo alle MorteUe and the price at the most 
is 50 centimes. 

— The Certosa was founded in the 14^'' 
century by Charles the son of Robert of An- 
jou, and the artistic wealth it contains en- 
titles it to be classed among the first in 
Italy. 

— Before entering the Church under the 
portico are seen frescoes of Micco Spadaro 
AND OF Bellisario in rather bad condition. 
Inside, the walls of the Church are encrusted 
with beautiful marbles of difterent colours, an 
admirable work executed by Cosimo Fansaga, 
who had them brought expressly from Carra- 
ra. To this artist are also attributed the twelve 
rosasses in Egyptian basalt placed in the in- 
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terior of the pillars supporting the vaults of 
the chapels, as well as the pavement of the 
chancel equally encrusted in marble. For the 
paintings we name first the Frescoes of the 
roof by Lanfranco , the pictures by Spa- 
gnoletto representing Moses and Elias , a 
Nativity by Guido Reni, a descent from 
THE cross by Stanzioni, and at the side of the 
altar Jesus AomNiSTERiNG Eucharist to the- 
Apostles also by Spagnoletto. 

On the altar in the Tesoro Nuovo must 
be noticed the magnificent picture of Piety, 
by the same Spagnoletto, and in the Sacri- 
sty, the BEAUTIFUL PAINTING BY THE CHEVA- 
LIER d’Arpino. a fine work in Marquetbrie 
in the same Sacristy, contains the Church 
ornaments. 

— The roof of the Chapter is adorned 
with FRESCOES BY CoRENZio, and behind the 
church, the cloister serving formerly as ce- 
metery for the monks, is a little master piece 
of doric architecture by Fansaga. 

We should never be able to finish a de- 
tailed account of all that this convent and 
Church contain in paintings , sculpture and 
objects of art of all kinds. Neither can we 
mention a special Guide , for the only one 
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we know of, published in 1854, bj Raffaele 
Tufari, is now very rare. 

A Museum of neapolitan history is being 
formed in this place by Commendatore Fio- 
relli director of the national Museum, which 
adds much to its interest. We can point out 
some of the most important objects already 
placed there. — Collection of the majoliche 
D i Gastello — Venetian glass — Capodimon- 
TE China — Silk and arras of the ancient 
Neapolitan fabrics ; all this belonging once to 
the Commendatore Bonghi, and known by the 
name of the Bonghi collection — The gala 
Carriage belonging to the Municipality of 
Naples, and the flags that were presented 
to the church of S.‘ Lorenzo, for vows made 
during the plague in the year 1656. As histo- 
rical curiosity is to be seen the hat of Car- 
dinal Ruffo a well known personage in the 
Neapolitan history — The chair of the pre- 
sident of the house of parliament in the year 
1848, manuscripts, newspapers etc. etc. The 
hours of admission are from 9 to 3 p. m. and 
in the summer till 5. However let us not 
omit to see from the end of the corridor 
one of the most beautiful panoramas ima- 
ginable. 
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Near the Oertosa is the : . 

Castle of S. Elmo founded in 1342 hy or- 
der of Robert the Wise , as the means of 
keeping the people in subjection and repress- 
ing all revolutionary movement in the town. 
Besieged at different periods, this castle has 
no longer any defensive importance since the 
invention of cannons (ray6s). 


Excursion to Pompei. 

Without doubt this is the most interesting- 
excursion. The length of the journey by the 
railroad is only 45 minutes, the same driving 
two hours. The ordinary price of a carriage 
for four , going and returning, and stopping 
at the ruins, is from 15 toJ20 francs. This 
is preferable if one wishes to visit at the 
same time the ruins of Herculaneum ; but if 
intending to make the ascent of Vesuvius it 
would be as well to do these two last the 
same day, and to make the journey to Pom- 
pei by rail. 

To see Pompei well, there will be some 
hours walking, therefore a halt for refresh- 
ments is necessary. Lunch can be had at 
one of the Restaurants at the entrance to 
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the town , but it would be better to take 
provisions from Naples and eat them in the 
midst of these interesting ruins. For pro- 
curing cold provisions refer to the addresses 
in the 4^^ part. 

The entrance to Pompei is free only on 
Sundays. On other days 2 francs each person. 
By subscription ticket, 15 francs for ten en- 
trances, subscribers have the right of leaving 
the excavations and returning after lunch 
paying nothing extra. For these subscriptions 
apply at the bureau of the Secretariat of the 
National Museum. Artists have the privilege 
of free entrance ; if strangers they must 
prove themselves to be artists by showing 
the Secretary a certificate from their Con- 

V 

sul, or from the Director oT the Institution 
of Fine Arts at Naples. 

On entering Pompei each visitor receives 
a little card which allows him to visit the 
town in every direction, and to receive all 
information from one of the guides to whom 
is expressly forbidden to ask or receive any 
recompense. 

The town of Pompei, almost entirely de- 
stroyed by an earthquake at the commence- 
ment of our Era , had not recovered from 
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the havoc caused by this catastrophe when, 
in the year 79 it was buried, as well as 
Stabia, Retina and Herculaneum, under a 
shower of boiling water, volcanic cinders and 
lapilli ejected from Vesuvius. This last catas- 
trophe lasted no less than three days. 

If we may believe certain savants , the 
beautiful plain separating Pompei from Ca- 
stellammare called Messigna, was a bay which 
was filled up by this vulcanic eruption. This 
opinion founded besides on the study and 
scientific analysis of the soil, has been con- 
firmed by the discovery of several masts 
buried in the ground 40 feet deep in the 
same place now still called La Marina. 

The barbarians having destroyed the finest 
monuments of Hatium , Campania and Sy- 
baris , the disaster which struck Pompei , 
saved it from the effects of their fury, and 
its unique merit is in having furnished, be- 
sides the preservation of its monuments and 
houses, a host of objects which reveal the 
private life of the Latin populations. 

The most remarkable ruins of Pompei are 
the House of tre Faun, the Basilica, the 
Temple of Jupiter , the Triumphal Arch , 
the Public Seat, the Temple of Fortuna , 
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the St ASIAN Thermae, the Civil Forum, the 
House of the Tragic Poet, that of Pansa, 
the Amphitheatre, the Temple of Neptune, 
and the Villa Diomed. 

From the mere mention of these buildings 
from which the most interesting debris have 
been taken to the Museum, the traveller will 
understand the importance of this excursion. 

He can appreciate not only the good taste 
■ of the Pompeians in fine arts, but also their 
habits , and the curious double existence of 
public and private life to be remarked always 
amongst the ancients. 

The pompeian houses generally had two 
stories, sometimes three , and were covered 
by a roof or by a terrace called Pergula, 
The public portion had always its vestibule, 
Prothyrum\ a court, Atrium^ in a corner 
of which a little temple, Lararium , and all 
around a portico, Cavaedium\ then the cham- 
ber of audience , Tablinum ; and on each 
side , Aide ^ two open waiting-rooms ; from 
these and the Tablinum a corridor, Fauces^ 
that leads to the women’s apartements. 

The private portion generally looking into a 
garden had the men’s apartments, Androniiis 
and that of the women , gynaeconitis ; the 
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dining room, Triclinium^ and next the, Exe- 
dra for winter dining room ; the kitchen and 
its accessories, Culine\ the Bibliotheca'^ the 
Pinacotheca ; the hath room, Nymphaeum ; 
and another larger garden , Xystus , with 
porticos for amusements in the summer. The 
little rooms on the second floor, and some- 
times others over these, Coenacula , served 
as depots for provisions, or if they were se- 
parate , they were let. The paintings and - 
mosaics which decorated their rooms were 
descriptive of their usages. 

The slaves, Ostiarii^ had the charge of the 
entrances and lived in rooms adjoining those 
of their masters as to be always at their 
ordres. 

We recommend the traveller to give a 
coup d’ oeil to the best work w’hich has 
been published on Pompei « Le case e monu- 
menti di Pompei » by the brothers Nicolini. 
This book is rare but there is a copy in the 
library of the Museum at Naples. 

The Commendatore Fiorelli superintendant 
of the Museum at Naples and of the exca- 
vations at Pompei has thought of introducing 
plaster into the cavities found in the ashes 
and sand. By this means he has obtained the 
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shapes of the doors, windows, beds and fur- 
niture, and what is still more wonderful of 
some of the episodes of the tragedy of Pom- 
pei ; such as the father dead by the side of 
his daughter , the pregnant woman and the 
slave which are seen in the museum at Por- 
tamarina at Pompei. The girl has a gold ring 
^ . on her finger , the slave an iron one. The 
excavations continuaUy advance and further 
labours in the course of time will expose 
completely the southern limits of the city. 

In going to Pompei yon see the towns of 
PoRTici and Resina. , pristine places of the 
Lagrima Ghristi wine well known and justly 
appreciated by wine tasters and exported to 
all countries. 

Then comes Torre del Greco, emporium 
of the commerce of coral and coral fishery; 
and next Torre Annunziata where the go- 
vernment has a manufactory of arms, and 
where the entire population is occupied in 
making iinaccaroni and other edible pastes 
known as Italian pastes. 

A little beyond Pompei is the small town 
of ScAFATi possessing a fabric of gun powder 
and a dyeing establishment of Adrianople 
Red of which great use is made in Africa, 
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and which is extracted from maddler culti- 
vated in the province of Salerno and in the 
fields of CasteUammare. 


Herculaneum much resembles Pompei. In 
the one as in the other the streets are pa- 
ved and bordered with pavements. There is 
the same architecture , the same paintings ^ 
mosaics, and household utensils. 

Many statues have been taken to the Mu- 
seum and the finest are the two equestrian 
statues of Nonio Balbo and ras son. The 
discovery of a large number of Papyrus made 
at Herculaneum has given it still greater im- 
portance. The remains of food, bread, eggs, 
fruits, vegetables etc. can be seen at the Mu- 
seum. 

The greater part of this town is still bu- 
ried under the lava and scoria and the most 
interesting buildings discovered are those of 
the Theatre, the Basilica, and the two hou- 
ses OF Argus and Aristides. 


Pozzuoli — Baja — Cumae. 

In making this excursion we pass through 
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the Grotto of Pozzuoli or Pausilippo. In 
all probability the Curaeans wishing to shor- 
ten the road between their town and Naples, 
dug this passage whose level has since been 
lowered which is visible on entering. The 
village, on leaving the grotto, is called Fuori 
Grotta and beneath the vestibule of the little 
Church of S.* Vitale is the tomb of the phi- 
lologist and poet Giacomo Leopardi. Stopping 
in the centre of the place we have on the 
right the Camaldoli , on the left the hill of 
Pausilippo and opposite us a plain extending 
to the sea. Then two roads the one leading 
to Pozzuoli the other to the lake of Agnano 
now dried up. We will not leave without 
visiting the basin of this lake, from which 
by a cross road , we can regain our first . 
route. Archeologians do no agree on the 
etymology of the word Agnano. According 
to some it comes from the Latin anguis 
( serpent ) as all that country is infested by 
these reptiles. According to others, it takes 
its origin from the name of a Roman family 
Anniani who had a large property in this 
place. 

Arriving at the basin of the lake we find • 
at first the Thermae Angoulanae or Baths 
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OF S.* Germano so called because S.‘ Germa- 
ne, archbishop of Capua, tried them for his 
health. A little further on the right is the 
LITTLE GROTTO, Called DEL Cane , because a 
dog cannot live there without being asphyxia- 
ted. This phenomenon is soon explained : 
from the soil of this grotto carbonic acid is 
perpetually rising and does not come up above 
a certain level which is about a dog’s height. 
It therefore follows that one of these animals 
compelled to breathe this gas is asphyxiated 
in a few seconds. It would be equally fatal 
for any animal of the same height, but as 
since the discovery of this grotto dogs have 
always been used to test its effect , it has 
been called after them. Instead of subjecting 
a dog to this cruel experiment one could 
satisfy oneself by trying it with a light, which 
on nearing the ground, is immediately extin- 
guished. Further on the Grotto called del- 
l’Ammoniaca presents the same phenomenon. 
A franc is generally given to the, guardian. 

Following the borders of the lake, in the 
same westerly direction, we come to a road 
leading to the hills Leucogei or White 
MOUNTAINS, at the foot of which is the therm o- 
mineral source of the Pisciarelli, to which 
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peasants have recourse for diseases of the 
skin. It seems these hills furnished the Cam- 
pani with an edible earth, which they em- 
ployed in the preparation of certain dishes 
instead of fecula. 

From these same hills is extracted Trachyte 
decomposed by the action of hot sulphureous 
vapours, and used in making the alum of Na- 
ples of which the exportation constitutes an 
important branch of commerce. After this we 
may leave the lake and by the beautiful walk 
fronting us reach the high road of Pozzuoli. 

Arrived on the sea shore, let us look a 
moment at the splendid panorama before us. 
On the East the Island of Nisida with its 
ancient port, on the West the Flegrean fields, 
on the South Pozzuoli, Cape Miseno, the Mon- 
te Nuovo, Baja, Avernus and the Elysian 
fields , a little further the island of Procida 
whose charming peasant women preserve in- 
tact their grecian costume and , at the end 
of the picture, the gigantic Epomeo ( Isle of 
Ischia ). 

This place, called the Bagnoli, abounds in 
sources of thermo-mineral waters which is 
proved by the many establishments for baths 
to be seen on the way. Turning from thence 
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to the right after going along the side of 
a mountain formed exclusively of volcanic 
rock (Mount Olibano) we come to Pozzuoli 
formerly the emporium of Cxmxe and the 
Campania Felice, and the stay of commerce 
between Europe and Asia. For a moment let 
us leave this town and first ascend the : 

Solfatara — On arriving at Pozzuoli the 
traveller is beset by a crowd of guides. One 
of these men is quite sufficient to show the 
Solfatara and the antiquities near the town. 
The ordinary fee is about 1 fr. 50 centimes, 
but it is better to decide the price before 
starting. The Solfatara is a crater of a half 
extinct volcano, the ground of which is hol- 
low and resounds when a stone is thrown 
upon it. For centuries the phenomenon of 
a slow and invariable combustion has been 
remarked in this crater, and in other places 
of the Flegrean regions. 

Descending we find : 

The Amphitheatre , larger than those of 
Pompei and Verona, but not so vast as those 
of Rome and Capua not holding above 35,000 
persons. It was there S.* Januarius, and other 
martyrs, were shut up to be devoured by wild 
beasts.Some steps from the Amphitheatre are: 
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The Theatre, of circular shape, the ruins 
of ancient thermae called the Temple of Dia- 
na and OF Neptune, the Villa of Cicero , 
and the Temple of Serapis discovered in 
1759. 

This last temple, no doubt constructed on 
a gronnd constantly dry, sank later 5 me- 
tres below the level of the sea , and retook 
afterwards its primitive position. As the le- 
vel of the Mediterranean has not changed , 
this phenomenon cannot otherwise be explai- 
ned than by the oscillations of the ground 
and the general uplifting of the surface of 
the globe. The columns which supported the 
cupola of the temple were taken to the Royal 
palace of Caserta and the statues and vases 
to the National Museum. This is the most 
important monument of Pozzuoli , above all 
remarkable for the richness of the marbles, 
its fine architecture and the artistic taste 
which ruled its construction. It appears to 
have been the Templee dedicated to Jupiter, 
and at the same time a Pantheon and Ther- 
mae. From thence, taking the road to Baja, 
you see: 

Monte Nuovo whose existence dates only 
from the 30 September 1538. A volcanic ex- 
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plosion, lasting no less than 48 hours, whilst 
overwhelming a little village called The Per- 
GOLE, raised this hill in its place. The summit 
still shows its origin. 

The Lake Lucrino to the west of Monte 
Nuovo was partly overwhelmed by the same 
explosion, and close by is the : 

Lake of Avernus from which Virgil makes 
Eneas descend into heU. 

Agrippa , wishing to give a new port to 
the Roman fleets', made these two lakes com- 
municate by means of a canal at which mil- 
lions of slaves worked, but the same earth- 
quake that created Monte Nuovo effaced every 
trace of their labours. 

The Grotta della Sibilla, the baths of 
the same name, and the ruins of large baths, 
designated the Temple of Apollo and Mer- 
cury offer no real interest. They can be seen 
on applying to the Guardian to whom 1 franc 
is generally given for the entrance and 50 
centimes for a torch. Here, as every where, 
strangers had better arrange the terms be- 
forehand. 

From the lake of Avernus, in going north- 
wards , the highway is gained which leads 
to the: 
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Arco Felice at Cuma and the lake Fusaro. 
This town , which was situated on a hill close 
to the sea, occupies an exceptional place in 
history on account of its glories and its mis- 
fortunes. It is the most ancient Grecian co- 
lony and the Arco Felice was its principal 
entrance. A colossal torso of Jupiter in a sit- 
ting position was found in the building called 
the Temple of the Giants. Other ruins such 
as temples, fortress walls etc. are scattered 
about this country. 

The lake Fusaro, anciently Acherusia, was 
famous for its oysters. On its banks are still 
seen ruins of villas and tombs, and a canal 
which the Romans constructed to lead to 
the sea. 

From Fusaro you go to Miseno first pas- 
sing through Baja, where the Romans went 
for the summer season , then the village of 
Bacoli or Bauli, where the emperor Nero 
received his mother pretending to be recon- 
ciled to her in order the better to dissemble 
the odious plan he had made against her life, 

Le cento Camerelle, or the Labyrinth, 
or Prisons of Nero are in all probability 
only the cellars of one of his villas. 

La Piscina Mirabile , a vast reservoir of 
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water for the use of the fleet and private 
persons. It is dug in the earth and 48 pillars 
support the roof. The large aqueduct Claudio 
joined tliis reservoir taking tiie waters from 
the province of Avellino nearly 100 kilome- 
tres distance. ’ 

Cape Miseno, rising to a peak above the 
sea was so called from Miseno, the trumpe- 
ter of Eneas, who, according to Virgil, was 
buried there. 

The port of the same name, made in the 
reign of Augustus to give a refuge to the 
Roman fleet in the Mediterranean, comprised 
three basins of which the most famous is 
the Mare morto , also a crater of an an- 
cient volcano. Between the Cape Miseno and 
the Monte Procida is : 

Miliscola (Militum Schola) where the sol- 
diers performed their manoeuvres. Several 
inscriptions found there tell us the names 
of those soldiers and sailors who carried off 
the prizes. 

All this country supplies plentifully a good 
hydraulic cement known as puzzolana. 

From Cape Miseno we can almost touch 
the two ISLANDS OF Ischia and Procida, so . 
near are they to the continent. It is to be 
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presumed that these two islands of volcanic 
origin once formed one. Ischia the Pithecusa 
of the ancients which is also the largest in 
the bay of Naples , deserves a special men- 
tion on account of its thermo mineral waters. 
It is a charming country where, during the 
summer, one can go as well for. the waters 
as for a villeggiatura. A regular service of 
steamboats between this island and Naples 
adds to its animation, as visitors can go 
backwards and forwards twice a day. From 
the height of the Epomeo (Mount S.‘ Nicolas) 
is seen a beautiful view of the three gulfs 
0 Gaeta, Naples and Salerno. 

Returning from Miseno one can stop at: 

Baja to see the temples of Diana, Venus 
and Mercury or Truglio, the baths of Tri- 
TOLi (^hot mineral water') and the stoves 
OF Nero which are supposed to have com- 
municated with these baths. In order to see 
the baths of Tritoli one must give the guide 
50 centimes. 

From Baja one returns to Naples through 
the town of Pozzuoli where, without leaving 
the carriage, one can see the pillars of the 
Bridge of Caligola. 

The Cathedral, situated on a height ovei*- 
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looking the town, occupies the site of a tem- 
ple of Augustus of which the columns orna- 
menting the church formed a part. In the 
interior is the tomb of Pergolese. 

Arrived at Bagnoli, instead of turning to 
the left you may drive towards the hill 
coasting the sea. The buildings on the right 
contain an important chemical manufactury. 
Half way up is the grotto of Sejano made 
by LucuUus to have a direct communication 
between his villa and the island of Nisida. 
This can be walked through all its length 
on giving a trifle to the guardian , and , on 
the other side, are to be seen the ruins of 
the Villa of Lucullus or Pollio. Not wa- 
shing to retrace your steps, tell the coachman, 
and , on mounting the hill by a little path 
which ends by the villa Sans-Sauci, yon 
regain the carriage. From thence, you have 
only to return to Naples , following the gra- 
ceful turns of the Pausilippo road whence is 
seen a splendid view of the town and bay. 

After passing the barrier at the turning 
of the street is the Church of S.‘ Maria del 
Parto where is the tomb of the poet San- 

NAZZARO. 

Although w'e have treated this excursion 
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so that one would think it might be done 
in a day, we advice travellers to divided 
it into two , devoting the first day to 
the more important part , that is Pozzuoli , 
Baja , Cuma and the second to Agnano and 
Pausilippo. 

The general price of a carriage to hold 
four, for the first excursion, is from 20 to 25 
francs, for the second see the tariff. 

The excursion to Baja cannot be made 
without refreshment on the way. Cold provi- 
sions tlierefore should be taken or one must 
be satisfied with lunch at the small restau- 
• rants in that neighbourhood, tlie price always 
being settled beforehand. 
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This third part shall be devoted to the 
churches and monuments , and to the envi- 
rons of Naples which are charmingly attra- 
ctive. We shall speak of all that the traval- 
ler should not omit seeing if he has a few 
days extra at his disposal. 

The Duomo or Cathedral — This church, 
founded by Charles 1** of Anjou on the site 
of a temple dedicated to Neptune, was fini- 
shed in the reign of Robert the great by Ma- 
succio 1*^ Destroyed in 1456, by an earthqua- 
que, it was rebuilt by Alphonso 1*‘ of Aragon. 

In the facade we admire the sculptures of 
the large door, due to Baboccio. The interior 
of the church is in the form of a latin cross 
with three naves divided by two ranks of 
pillars with columns of marble and oriental 
granite. The baptismal fonts in Egyptian ba- 
salt belonged to a pagan temple. 

Above the large door are the tombs of 
Charles 1** of anjou and Charles Martel 
KING OF Hungary. Over the side doors two 
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PICTURES BY Vasari ; the ceiling is ornamen- 
ted with paintings by Santafede and de Forli. 
The doctors op the Church, the holy pa- 
trons OF the town and the twelve Apo- 
stles above the arches are by Luca Giordano; 
S.‘ CiRiLLo and S.‘ Crisostomo by Solimene. 

In the Minutolo Chapel, constructed by Ma- 
succio, is a TOMB OF A CARDINAL of this name 
by Baboccio. Another tomb, no less worthy 
of admiration, is that of Cardinal Carbone in 
the fourth chapel on the right, also due to 
Baboccio. Under tlie grand nave on the right 
is the Chapel of S.* Januarius where three 
times a year takes place, the famous mira- 
cle of the liquefaction of the blood of this 
celebrated martyr, and patron of the town of 
Naples. This chapel is closed by a bronze 
RAILING designed by Fansaga and the two 
statues placed on each side represent the Apo- 
stles S.‘ Peter and S.‘ Paul. 

Domenichino, charged with the decoration 
of the cupola, having completed the skylights 
as they are now seen, was going to commence 
the paintings of the roof when the envy and 
ill-will of his competitors made him renounce 
the work confided to his genius, and the cu- 
pola was finished after by Lanfranco. 
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The paintings reproduce the principal facts 
in the life of S.‘ Januarius, executed by the 
same Domenichino who did the altar pictures 
excepting those of the second and third, due, 
the one to Spagnoletto, and the other to the 
Chevalier Massimo. The chief altar in por- 
phyry was designed by Solimene. 

In the Sacristy are real chefs d’ oeuvre 
of Luca Giordano , besides a rich collection 
of offerings called the treasure of S.^ Janua- 
rius to which nearly all the conquerors of 
Naples have largely contributed in the hope 
of flattering the clergy and people. 

To explain the value of these treasures it 
suffices to say that the mitre of the Saint 
contains 3,690 precious stones such as dia- 
mands, emeralds, rubies etc. 

On leaving the Chapel of S.* Januarius you 
go to the Sacristy of the Church where is seen 
on the wall at the right a painting on wood 
representing Pope Innocent4 in the act of 
giving the red hat, for the first time, to the 
Cardinals, symbolising by this colour the 
blood they should be ready to shed for the 
greatness and safety of the Church. 

In the same Sacristy are several objects 
of art of great price amongst which is a 
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picture by Perugino , very badly restored ^ 
representing the Virgin and Angels. Notice 
also in the crypt of S.‘ Januarius the Chapel 
of the Carafas d’ Andria with beautiful scul- 
ptures , and a statue of Cardinal Oliviero 
Carafa, which artists attribute to Michael- 
Angelo Naccarini. 

A little door opposite the chapel of S.‘ Ja- 
nuarius leads to the Church of S.‘ Restituta 
an ancient Basihca founded in 334 on the 
ruins of a temple dedicated to Apollo. The 
vaults are decorated with Byzantine mosaics 
of the 13^** century. 

Note. The treasure of SJ Januarius can 
only he visited with the permission of the 
President of the deputation of S.^ Januarius, 
charged with administering the patrimony 
of the chapel. 

The Church of the Gerolomini was built 
at the expense of the Fathers of the Oratory 
on the plans of Denis Bartolomeo excepting 
the front designed by Denis Lazzari. The ar- 
chitect Fuga being charged to make this 
facade to suit the interior of the Church reco- 
vered it with" marble adding the two steeples. 
The Church is richly decorated witli paintings 
by masters such as Corenzio, Solimene and 
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Giordano. A large fresco, by this last is above 
the great door. The Sacristy is even more in- 
teresting to visit than the Church, it contains 
a large number of canvasses by Guido Reni, 
Tintoretto, Bassano, Spagnoletto, the Chevalier 
Arpino, Domenichino etc. 

The philosopher Giovan Battista Vico is 
buried in this Church and a sim]^ stone 
on the right of the chief altar reminds us 
of this great man. 

S.‘ Giovanni a Carbonara — This Church 
has many admirable tombs , amongst which 
we notice that of the king Ladislas and 
another of Ser Gianni Caracciolo a favou- 
rite of gueen Joan 2“'*. In the chapel of this 
last named , notice the frescoes by Leo- 
nardo Bisucci a Milanese, and pupil of Giotto. 
These two tombs are by Ciccione. In the sa- 
cristy are fifteen frescoes by Vasari. 

The Annunziata destroyed by fire in 1757 
was rebuilt, 25 years after, with even more 
richness, on the plans of Vanvitelli. Its archi- 
tecture is very fine and the cupola deserves 
special attention. The sacristy is adorned 
with beantiful paintings by Corenzio , and 
round the walls is a cabinet in carved wood 
by Giovanni da Nola in his youth. In the 
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chapel notice a fine picture on the altar 
bj F. Curia depicting the presentation in 
the temple. 

S.‘ Domenico is built in gothic style on vast 
dimensions. Amongst the paintings look at the 
following : 

A Virgin with the Infant Jesus, school 
of Giotto. 

An Annunciation, Venetian school. 

A Scourging, School of Caravaggio. 

A S.* Joseph by Giordano ; and in the 
sacristy : 

A Trinity by Solimene. 

Look also at the monuments on both sides. 

At the back of this Church rises a some- 
what barocco Obelisk surmounted by a statue 
of the Saint. It was begun by Fansaga, and 
finished by Vaccaro in 1737. The works ne- 
cessary for its foundation led to the discovery 
of the ancient gate Cumana or Puteolana, 

Chapel of S.‘ Severe private property of 
the prince of this name. This little chapel 
which is situated by the side of that of S.‘ 
Domenico encloses many tombs and statues 
worth notice, rather for the' execution of the 
work than as pieces of sculpture : 

1*‘ the tomb of Antonio di Sangro , orna- 
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merited with a fine statue (by Queiroli) sym- 
bolical of Disillusion represented as a man 
wrapped in a riet. 

2"^ A statue (by Corradini) representing 
Chastity wrapped in a veil. 

The Redeemer , dead, laid on a base 
of porphyry, by Giuseppe Sammartino. 

Santa Chiara was built in 1313 in the reing 
of Robert of Anjou. Observe the tombs of the 
kings of Naples, and behind the chief altar, 
a monument erected to the same Robert from 
the designs of Masuccio 1*^ This Church was 
anciently decorated with paintings by Giotto; 
a picture of the Virgin on one of the altars 
on the right, is all that remains of this master. 
The paintings of the ceiling are much estee- 
med and that in the centre is by Chevalier 
Conca. 

The large tower serving as belfrey to the 
Church is by Masuccio 2"'*. It should have 
five stages representing the different orders 
of architecture. Never having been comple- 
ted it has only tliree ; the Tuscan, tlie Doric 
and the Jonic. 

The GesiVNuovo built in 1584 is rich in 
fine marbles. The cheif door is a handsome 
work of the period. The two columns sup- 
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porting the broken arch are more recent. 
This Church is decorated with frescoes by 
Solimene, Corenzio, Stanzioni and Vaccaro. 
The skylights, and the cupola, are by Lan- 
franco ; the fresco on the great door is by 
Solimene, and there are other paintings by 
Giordano, Battistello, Spagnoletto, Siciliani etc. 

The chief altar remade some years ago is 
rich in porphyry, agate and jasper. The bron- 
ze bas reliefs are the work of the sculptor 
Cali, and the statue of the Conception is by 
Busciolano. Before this Church is an Obelisk 
erected by a Jesuit in 1747 which has a 
certain beauty in its details. 

S.* Paolo in the street of the Tribunali is 
raised on the site of a temple dedicated to 
Castor and Pollux. 

The two handsome columns adorning the 
great door belonged to that ancient temple. 
The Church, having been destroyed, was re- 
built on the plans of a monk and richly de- 
corated with marbles and pictures by Coren- 
zio , Solimene , Stanzioni and other authors 
celebrated in the Neapolitan school. 

S.* Lorenzo nearly opposite S.‘ Paolo dates 
from 1266, and was founded in commemora- 
tion of a victory gained by Charier !•* of 
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Anjou over king Manfred. Its architecture , 
in the modified gothic style, is by Maglioae, 
a pupil of Nicolas Pisano. Observe, above all, 
the extreme end behind the chief altar and 
the arch of the great nave. This Church con- 
tains fine statues amongst which , those of 
S.‘ Francis, S.‘ Lawrence and S.‘ Anthony, 
as also the bas reliefs of the chief altar all 
by Giovanni da Nola , and on the back of 
this altar are fine sculptures and monuments 
in mosaics and reliefs. In 1343 Petrarch li- 
ved in the adjoning convent, and it was in 
this Church that Boccaccio saw for the first 
time the beautiful princess he rendered so 
famous in his novels under the name of Fiam- 
metta. In leaving , notice on the right the 
tomb of Giovan Battista della Porta. 

The Church of the Incoronata in the stra- 
da Medina was so called because there took 
piece the marriage and coronation of queen 
Giovanna 1®*, niece of king Robert, with 
her cousin Louis of Tarant. It contains se- 
veral frescoes by Giotto and his pupils re- 
stored by no clever hand. 

S.^ Giacomo degli Spagnuoli in the piazza 
of the Municipio contains the handsome mo- 
nument erected to D. Pietro di Toledo and 
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his wife and fine pictures of Bernard de La- 
ma , Marco da Siena, and other celebrated 
artists. 

The Church S.‘ Severino of very fine ar- 
chitecture has, in the choir, the large frescoes 
by Corenzio representing the pomp of the 
Benedictine order, and others by the same 
author on the walls and below the vault of 
the cross. The paintings of the large nave 
and the picture above the great door are by 
F. Mura, those over the little door by Pe- 
rugino. The Redeemer on the cross and others 
are attributed to Marco da Siena. The statue 
on the tomb of V. Carafa is by Naccarini. 
The tombs of the three brothers S. Severino 
are by Merliani. 

Other Churches, such as Monteoliveto, S.‘ 
Maria la Nuova, S.‘ Marcellino, S.‘ Maria di 
Constantinopoli, Donna Regina, S.‘ Agostino 
della Zecca , S.‘ Caterina a Formella and S.' 
Maria degli Angeli at Pizzofalcone , enclose 
many artistic beauties to which a connais- 
seur might pleasantly devote some days. 


The Royal Palace was built in 1669 after 
the plans of Domenico Fontana. The hand- 
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Some front showing in its three stages, three 
kinds of architecture leads us to appreciate 
the progress of art raising itself from its 
fallen state. Beside^ the state apartments » 
other rooms contain several pictures and we 
observe two portraits one hj Rembrandt , 
the other by Velasquez , and many more by 
Flemish authors, also the pictures by Titian 
and the frescoes by Corenzio. 

The paintings in the chapel are by modern 
artists and the part of the palace lately re- 
stored is decorated with frescoes by Neapo- 
litan painters , Guerra , Maldarelli , Marsigli 
and Cammarano. 

The balconies of the south side open on a 
large terrace from which there is a beau- 
tiful wiew of the bay. 

Note. Cards of admittance are given for 
visiting the palace from the office of the 
General Superintendant of the Royal house, 
one has only to apply to the Concierge of 
the Palace if not already provided with a 
permission throughhis Consul. It is the same 
as regards all the other crown properties. 

The Theatre of San Carlo is attached to 
the royal palace. A stranger Should not leave 
Naples without spending an evening at this 
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theatre, to see the vastity of the hall, its de* 
■ corations, and listen to its harmonious sound. 


The Castel Nnovo opposite the municipal 
palace, founded in 1283, by Charles 1®* of An- 
jou , was the residence of the kings of this 
dynasty, of that of Aragon, and of the Spa- 
nish viceroys. 

Alphonso 1®^ of Aragon enlarged it by ad- 
ding the towers. Pietro di Toledo built the 
remparts and Charles of Bourbon gave it 
its present form. The fine triumphal arch 
whose gates have been valued at several 
millions of francs, was built to celebrate the 
entry of king Alphonso 1®‘. The statues and 
bas-reliefs, admirable both in design and exe- 
cution, are the work of Neapolitan and other 
Italian artists. Entering on the right is the 
Armoury once the hall reserved for the re- 
ceptions of the kings of Naples, and in 
the inner court of the barracks is the 
Church of S.‘ Barbara or S.‘ Sebastian with 
Corinthian front enclosing a picture attri- 
buted to Van-Dych. To visit this Hall one 
must be provided with a permission from 
the Minister of War, and on leaving the 
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Church it is customary to give 50 cent, to 
the guardian. 


The University — Nothing can be positi- 
vely asserted as to the origin of the Univer- 
sity of Naples. The only thing certain is that 
it existed at the beginning of the 13‘*‘ cen- 
tury and that the emperor Frederick 2"*^ in 
1224 wishing to enlarge and improve it, de- 
veloped it to that point to deserve all the 
merit of a founder rather than that of a 
simple reformer. The University has occupied 
the present building since 1777. It possesses 
a library containing 25,000 volumes among 
which are most rare editions, collections of 
natural history and cabinets of physics and 
chemistry. The library is open to the public 
daily from 9 o’clock a. m. till 3. 

The Botanical Garden at the end of the 
stradaForia is a dependence of the University. 
Its foundation dates from 1809, and besides 
a rich collection of plants of aU kinds it con- 
tains four herb gardens , autographs of the 
most celebretod botanists , instruments for 
microscopic observations, and a library. 

The National Library (sec the National 
Museum ). 
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The Brancacciana Library in the small 
square of S.‘ Angelo a Nilo close to the . 
University, was given to the public by 
Cardinal Brancaccio. It contains 70,000 vo- ‘ 
lumes and 7,000 manuscripts. Open every 
afternoon. 

The Library of S.* Giacomo in the strada 
Concezione a Toledo, is also open daily ft’om 
6 to 10 p. m. It is composed of the private 
books of king Ferdinand 2"'*. 

The Library of the Gerolomini opposite 
the Duomo is open from 9 to 11 a. m., con- 
tains 18,000 volumes among which is the 
celebrated edition of Seneca, of the Id'** cen- 
tury, decorated with miniatures by Zingaro. 

The Grand Archives of the kingdom of 
the two Sicilies occupy three cloisters and 
several rooms in the convent of S.‘ Severino 
and Sossio near the University. The third of 
these cloisters is particularly noticeable for 
a marble portico and statues which adorn 
the little garden. Among the rooms on the 
ground floor , the handsomest are the two 
called the Chapter and the Cenacle with fres- 
coes by Corenzio. The Archives enclose a 
rich collection of parchments and historical 
documents commencing from the 17^ century.

Naples is endowed with many beneficent 
establishments chiefl^’^ due to private charity. 
We note the principal : 

The Large Hospital called Incurahili for 
all except chronic illnesses. 

The Hospital della Pace for fever patients. 

The Hospital dei Pellegrini for the 
wounded. 

The Asylum of S.‘ Giuseppe e Lucia for 

tlie blind. 

The Annunziata for foundlings. 

The CUnical Hospital of Gesu e Maria. 

Large Asylum for the poor of both sexes, 
commonly called Reclusorio, founded in 1751, 
in the reign of Charles on the plans of 
Fuga. All the young pupils, girls or boys, 
are tanght a trade. 
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The Cemitery (Campo-Santo) to the East of 
the town. It is attained by the beautiful road 
in continuation of the strada Foria. Its fine 
situation , and handsome monuments, induce 
us to bring it under the visitors notice. It 
is a nice drive for which a carriage had 
better be taken by the hour according to 
the tariff, but an arrangement should be 
made with tlie driver before starting. 

The Palace of Capodimonte is the sum- 
mer residence of the king and the princes. 
There is a collection of pictures, of the Neapo- 
litan and Northern Italy schools, two pictures 
of Camuccini representing the death of Cesar, 
and that of Virginia, and a Judith by Ben- 
venuto. Special catalogues are in each room. 
It contains besides a collection of ancient 
arms amongst which the helmet and shield 
of Roger the Norman, and the sword which 
Louis 14^^ presented to Philip of Anjou. One 
of the rooms of the state apartements is co- 
vered with porcelain of the old Capodimonte 
manufacture, now very rare. The park is very 
pretty and strangers will be pleased to take 
a turn in it, and for greater convenience per- 
mission is given also for carriages to enter. 

For tliis excursion the same as for the 
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cemitery, a carriage by tlie hour had better 
be taken and the price settled beforehand as 
both places are beyond the limits of the town. 

Returning from Capodimonte and arriving 
at the Museum turn to the right and by the 
Via Salvator Rosa and Corso Vittorio Ema- 
nuele you get home after having enjoyed a 
nice drive with beautiful points of scenery. 

The Gamaldoli situated on the highest of 
the hills surrounding Naples, from which the 
most splendid panorama is seen; is one of the 
best excursions that can be made to the en- 
virons of the town. Donkeys can be hired for 
1 fr. 50 cent, at the commencement of the 
strada Salvator Rosa and a trifle besides is 
given to the guide. 

Carriages can also go as far as the village of 
Antignano (see the tariff) and there one either 
hires donkeys or goes on foot up to the convent. 
In any way the excursion takes four hours. 

There is nothing remarkable in the Con- 
vent or Church. A franc is generally given 
to the guardian who shows the Belvedere, 
the chief aim of the excursion, is the exten- 
sive view of the gulfs of Naples, Pozzuoli and 
Gaeta, and the entire plain of the province 
of Terra di Lavoro. 
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Gaserta is 45 minutes from Naples by rail. 
The Royal Palace built in the reign of Char- 
les on the plans of Vanvitelli, must be 
seen ; much time is needed to visit this im- 
mense bulding therefore we note the most 
remarkable parts of it. It has four large in- 
terior courts united by grand pillars which 
support the whole building. Let us give it a 
glance, standing in the centre, which is strik- 
ing ; after which we will notice the grand 
staircase, composed of 117 marble steps the ’ 
greatest part in one single block. On the 
first fioor is the chapel decorated with a pro- 
fusion of marbles, lapis-lazzuli and gilding ; 
next the theatre , supported by 16 columns 
taken from the temple of Serapis near Poz- 
zuoli. This is one of the most magnificent 
and largest palaces, being 35 metres high and 
nearly 200 wide. The front has 240 windows. 
Attached to the palace is the park whose chief 
attraction is its fountains. The basin and cas- 
cade are laid out in perspective of wide 
extent, it is nearly 2 kilometres from the 
gate of the palace to the foot of the cascade. 
All the waters arrive there after a long course 
passing close to Maddaloni by an acqueduct 
of three orders of arcades. It would be well 
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to obtain from the Royal Palace at Naples, a 
permission to drive through the park. If a 
little rest is required we indicate the: 

Hotel Vittoria, near the railway station 
and the Royal Palace , with private apart- 
ments, dining room ; table d’ h6te or dinner 
a la carte. Also board by the week. The 
entrance is by the garden. 

The Ascension of Vesuvius though very 
fatiguing is too classical an excursion for a 
stranger to omit.^ One should therefore make 
this ascent, and to do so with comfort and 
pleasure, choose a fine winter’s day and 
descend at sun set, or a fine summer morning, 
and arrive there at sun rise. We will not 
give the history of all the eruptions which 
have taken place at different periods , nor 
even of the changes in shape which this moun- 
tain has undergone. This last eruption of 
the month of April (1872) has given the most 
imposing and terrible spectacle. The celebre- 
ted pine discribed by Plynio was reprodu- 
ced in all its truthful grandeur. The moun- 
tain after this has still considerably chan- 
ged in shape ; the valley separating Vesu- 
vius from Somma called atrio del cavnlloy 
and the other separating the astronomical 
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observatory are nearly filled up with lava. 

The ascension is not dangerous if the di- 
rections of the guides be followed and the 
crater not too closely approached. To get 
there .one must go from Naples to Resina 
where guides are to be got. One is sufficient 
for several persons and the usual remunera- 
tion is 5 fr. The same price is paid for ^a 
horse with 1 franc to the man who takes 
charge of it whilst ascending the cone. 

As to refreshments on the way, it is al- 
most as indispensable here as elsewhere that 
one be provided with eatables from Naples, 
also to avoid , as much as possible , the 
buying any at Resina, or on the mountain, 
for all is exceedingly dear. Refuse also 
any offers of help and attend to the guide’s 
explanations. 

Castellammare — One hour by rail from 
Naples, is a town noted for its mineral wa- 
ters and healthy situation. It is frequented 
during the summer by many strangers, and 
has good hotels, furnished houses and apart- 
ments. We here give some addresses : 

Hotel Royal near the railway station. 

Hotel de la Grande Bretagne upon the 
hill of Quisisana near the forest. 
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Pension Anglaise kept by Miss Baker near 
the station and 10 minutes from the town 
on the road leading to Grragnano. 

In all these establishments the service is 
comfortable, the food very good, and the air 
most healthful. The mineral waters of the 
country can be had at the wish of the visitors. 

The town was built on the site of the an- 
cient one of Stabia destroyed by Vesuvius at 
the same time as Pompei. The castle fort 
which gave its name is now a ruin and was 
built in the reign of Frederick 2*“*, in the 
13‘*‘ century. 

The forest of Quisisana and the Mount 
Coppola is a beautiful walk or ride. The 
price of a donkey there and back is at 
most 2 fr. Behind Castellamare rises Mount 
Santangelo 1,452 m. above the level of the 
•sea. Its ascension is made in' four hours , 
paying 5 fr. horse and guide. From the top 
of this mountain there is an admirable view, 
extending on one side to the mountains of 
the Abrusses, and, on the other, to the Cala- 
brias. The view is finest from the high point 
on which the chapel stands, where you should 
tell the guide to take you. The time for 
return should be calculated. 
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From Castellamare you go to : 

Sorrento passing through Vico Equense, 
whose cathedral encloses the tomb of Gaetano 
Filangieri. A carriage with two horses costs 
5 francs, with one 3 francs. Sorrento was 
Tasso’s country where his house is shewn. 
In summer one can go by steamer or one 
of the sailing boats stationed near the port. 
Crossing by these last costs 1 fr. : but we 
warn ladies that the company is often far 
from agreable. 

Sorrento also has good hotels , furnished 
appartments and boarding houses , viz : 
Hotel de la Syrene 
Hotel du Tasso 

{kept by the brothers Gargiulo). 

Hotel Villa-Strongoli 
Hotel Villa-Nardi 

{k£pt by G. Tramontano). 

Hotel de la Grande- Bretagna 
{kept by the brothers Fiorentino). 
Hotel Rispoli in the piazza del Tasso. 
All these hotels are surrounded by beauti- 
ful gardens and look on the sea. They have 
private paths by which visitors can descend 
either to bathe, or to enjoy a row, or go for 
an excursion in one of the boats which the 
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proprietors of these hotels have always ready 
for their use. 

Travallers may dine either a la carte or 
at the table d’ h6te, and nothing is neglected 
that can conduce to their comfort cither as 
to the service or the cuisine. 

There are also carriages for any excur- 
sions, and donkeys and horses for ascending 
the neighbouring mountains. 

The delightful excursion to Deserto takes 
nearly three hours. On donkeys costs l.fr. 
50 cent, or 2. fr. and 25 cent, to the guide. 
From the roof of a little convent which is 
on the Deserto, a tine view is seen of the gulf 
of Salerno. The donkey guides are always 
ready with pretexts to prevent travellers 
stopping at the convent with the aim of 
returning quickly to Sorrento; we give the 
warning in order that travellers may make 
the excursion at their ease and pay no at- 
tention to the observations made them. 

Several establishments of cabinet work and 
mosaic in wood exist in Sorrento, amongst 
others the most recommended are those of: 

Louis and Alberico Gargiulo father and 
son. 

Michel Grandville and 
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Joseph Gmigiulo. 

All these manufacturers have obtained pri- 
zes at the Exhibitions of London and Paris. 

Now in Sorrento is the Casino called Clul) 
of Sorrento open to the public in the dav 
time and the evening.

The Island of Capri — Noted for its w ines, 
is not less celebrated on account of the staj' 
made there by the Emperors Augustus and 
Tiberius. The price of a four-oared boat , 
from Sorrento , going and returning , is 10 
francs and 1 fr. extra to the sailors. For a 
two oared boat , 6 to 8 fr. The island has 
only two villages , Capri and Anacapri, and 
good hotels, restaurants and boarding houses; 
we mention the principal ones : 

Hotel Tiberio kept by A. Ross is a very 
good hotel, pleasantly situated, and -looking 
over the gulf. Here one finds all possible com- 
forts combined with moderate price. 
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Hotel Quisisana kept b v M.” Clark. Large 
and good hotel well situated, with terraces 
from which there is a very fine view; mo- 
derate prices, english and french spoken. 

Hotel de France kept by Louis Astarita. 
Pension at moderate price. 

Hotel ViTTORiA kept by M. Pagano. Cen- 
tral position, clean and the services good. It 
is frequented chiefly by artists. 

The last named village is attained by moun- 
ting 536 steps cut in the rock. 

It is hardly necessary to say there are 
plenty of Roman ruins in this island. The 
most part belong to twelve Augustan-Tibe- 
rian villas and take their names from twelve 
divinities. 

For excursions, a donkey by the day is 3 
francs and a trifle to its leader who acts also 
as guide. 

The excursion to Capri is really only inte- 
resting for seeing: 

The Grotta Azzurra — In this grotto all 
is blue excepting objects in the water which 
have a beautiful silvery appearance. Boatmen 
are always there, ready to throw themselves 
in, and show this astonishing effect on their 
bodies. 50 centimes is quite sufficient remu- 
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neration. This grotto was discovered in 1822 
and is 53 metres long and 32 broad with a roof 
formed of stalactites. The entrance is rather 
difficult and even dangerous sometimes on ac- 
count of the East and North winds. The best 
time for seeing it is from 10 in the morning to 
1 o’ clock in the afternoon because the -wea- 
ther is generally calm at that time of the day. 
As the last excursion we propose that to: 
Poestum at 50 kilometres from Salerno; 
was founded about 600 years before the Chri- 
stian era, by the emigrants from Stabia. As 
the rail-way does not go there we think the 
best plan would be to go to Salerno the eve- 
ning before, stay all night and go to Poestum 
next day. Salerno is a somewhat important 
to-^m and if arriving before night faU one 
would have time to visit its Cathedral of 
historical interest. Its construction dates from 
1084. For lodging we propose the : 

Hotel d’ Angleterre agreably situated in 
the new street of the Marina having a view 
over the gulf. Visitors will find in this hotel 
aU the advantages of a large establishment, 
cleanliness, comfort and exactitude in the ser- 
-vdce at prices relatively moderate. 

From Salerno to Poestum the ordinary 
price of a carriage with four seats is from 
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25 to 30 francs, and the excursion does not 
take less than 11 hours, 8 for going and re- 
turning, 3 for seeing the ruins. Nothing- can 
be got to eat at Poestum so one should take 
lunch , and eat it on arriving. The marshes 
surrounding these ruins give exhalations in 
the summer which produce malaria. 

A party of not fewer then sixteen persons 
can make this excursion by way of Vifetri 
and Amalfi , visiting the beautiful coast of 
that name. 50 francs for each person covers 
all expenses. The party leaves Naples every 
Wednesday morning ; omnibusses starting 
from the door of the hotel Vittoria at 7 ^2 
a. m. They proceed by rail to Vietri, where 
carriages wait to convey them to Amalfi, and 
having lunched, they proceed to Salerno for 
dinner at 6 p. m. Here they will spend the 
night and take an early train on the follow- 
ing morning for Battipaglia, where they will 
find carriages to convey them to Poestum. In 
either way this excursion is made travellers 
must try to return to Battipaglia in time to 
catch the last train to Naples. 

Further informations can be had at the 
office of MM. Cerulli and C.® N. 29 Vittoria. ' 

At Poestum are the remains of Grecian ar- 
cliitecture which are perhaps the most com- 
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plete existing. First the Temple of Neptune 
formed with a portico supported outside by 
36 fluted doric columns, and inside by 16, 
, surmounted by a second colonnade supporting 
the roof. The greater part of those columns 
are of travertin in good condition, yellowed 
by time. This temple, of exceptional beauty, 
is also the most ancient monument of Gre- 
cian architecture. The Basilica and Temple 
OF Ceres , the Amphiteatre , the Theatre 
and some other ruins are only of a secon- 
dary interest. 

We have said it would be as well to sleep 
at Salerno and make the Poestum excursion 
next day , and we must add it would be 
worthwhile to leave Naples in the morning 
and stop some hours at : 

La Cava, an ancient Tyrrhenian town, to vi- 
sit the Benedectine Convent whose foundation 
dates from the 11^ century. It is situated on 
a hill which is reached on donkeys. The 
Church contains many remarkable tombs 
among which we notice those of the Abbot 
S.‘ Alferius, Queen Sybilla and Gregory 8”‘. 
The organ is considered one of the finest in 
Italy. Nothing however equals the importance 
of the Archives of this Convent and to give an 
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idea of them it suffices to say that the cata- 
logue alone comprehends 8 volumes. Amongst 
the documents are the Codex Legum Longo- 
BA.RDORUM of 1004, and the Volga.ta Latina 
of the 7^^* century , besides a large number 
of valuable parchments and manuscripts. 
These archives are only to be seen in the 
morning. 

The town of La Cava is much liked by stran- 
gers and Neapolitans who willingly make 
their summer stay there. 

At this point we think we can leave the 
traveller. It might be objected that a coun- 
try so dear to the ancient rulers of the world 
whose beauty is proverbial should offer more 
excursions either historically interesting or 
simply agreeable. To this we answer the 
Pocket-Guide has omitted nothing, but that 
it has merely avoided taking strangers to 
such parts where without a flow of imagina- 
tion they would experience disappointment. 
Those who have followed this Guide in all 
its excursions should now know enough of 
the country, whose language is easily lear- 
ned, to be able to gain other information for 
themselves.
